Real Estate and Civic

mental “Temple of the Warriors” an- 
other temple built by an older civili- 
zation, similar to the layers of civili- 
zation umcovered some years ago 
about ancient Troy. It can be im- 
agined that this discovery bronght the 
same bated breath archaeologists ex- 
perienced when they came upon new 
wonders in the tomb of Krag Tut- 
ankhamen. . 


According to the announcement 
made. here today, these older ruins 
were covered up to prevent damage 
by the seasonal rains which have be- 
gun fa Yucatan. The excavation will 
be resumed next year. Up to the 
present time, only one “ward” in the 
ancient city has been uncovered and 
its pieces put back together, in the 
manner of a giant puzzle. When the 
work is completed some years hence, 
there will be a complete Mayan city, 
rescued once more from the forests 
which covered it over when its in- 
habitants disappeared centuries ago. 

“The surface has just been scratch- 
ed there,” George Oakley Toten, na- 
tionally-known architect and expert 
on Mayan civilization said. 

“About 95 per cent is still to be 
done. There-are hundreds of smaller 
cities beside this one to be uncovered 
and studied. : 

“The first United States of Amer- 
ica was formed there, a federation of 
Mayan states, in 1,000 A. D. and 
lasted until 1200 A. D. At the head 
were the three large cities, Uxmal, 
Mayapan and Chichen Itza. The lat- 
ter was conquered in 1200, and 
Nahan influences from Mexico were 
brought in.” 

The civilization continued for about 
200 years longer, and then the Span- 
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It has been suggested that the 
civilization may have had some east- 


ture of the decorative touches in the 
architecture and the squat cross- 
legged figures which are reminiscent 
of Buddha images. But there has 
been no proof. It is established that 
there ‘were no European influences. 

The architecture, Totten said, is 
comparable with that of any people of 
antiquity and probably influenced 
later architecture in North America. 
They had a_ political organization 
capable of conducting affairs, prob- 
ably headed by an absolute monarch, 
with the priesthood having a share 
in government. Education was con- 
fined to the ruling classes and the 
clergy. Religion was pantheistic, 
with about 12 deities. 

Their calendar was more accurate 
than anything developed in Europe, 
Asia or Africa up to the time of Pope 
Gregory XIII, and it is an open ques- 
tion as to whether the Maya calendar 
was not more ‘accurate than the 
Gregorian calendar. Their first cal- 
endar provided 12 months of 30 days 
each, with 360 days in the year. A 
later one consisted of 18 months of 
20 days each, with a short month at 
the end of the year of four or five 
days, recognizing the necessity for 
adding a day every four or five years. 
_ Their heiroglyphic writing was 
similar to that of the Egyptians, was 
partly ideographic and at the time 
the civilization disappeared was on 
the verge of phonetic writing. Pyra- 
mids are numerous in the Maya coun- 
try. but they are usually truncated 
with a temple on.the top, approached 
by stairways, sometimes on all four 
sides. When calamity visited the 
people, young girls were often sacri- 
ficed in ‘these temples’ to appease the 


supposed anger of the gods.

Washington, July 16.—Marriages 
performed on the high seas by mas- 
ters of merchant vessels flying the 
American flag are null and void, ac- 
cording to a ruling handed down to 
the shipping board today by its gen- 
eral connsel, Chauncey G. Parker. 

Mr. Parker declared that there is 
no provision of United States law 
which gives masters of merchant ves- 
sels authority to perform the marriage 
ceremony. 

The question was referred by the 
board to Mr. Parker for a ruling as 
the result of a communication re- 
ceived from the department of state, 
inclosing a written opinion of one of 
the department's representatives 
abroad that. a. marriage performd by 
the master of an American vessel was 
invalid. . 

In his investigation, Mr. Parker 
found ‘that the laws of the United 
States provide no authority for per- 
formance of marriage ceremonies on 
board ship by the masters of vessels. 
British w, however, specifically 
grants to the masters of vessels flying 
the flag of Great Britain authority to 
perform the marriage ceremony while 
on the high seas. A similar authori- 
zation is provided in Spanish statutes 
for the masters of Spanish vessels. 

Numerous marriages have been per- 
formed in the past by masters of 
these ships and others flying the 
American flag. Included in these are 
the marriages of a number of notable 
persons. Within recent months, Nora 
Bayes, noted musical comedy star, 
was married aboard the Leviathan by 
its captain, Herbert Hartley, who also 
performed the marriage ceremony for 
Bud Fisher, originator of one of the 
well known newspaper comic strips.
